Trevino's second, passed through FIRST READING of the following
ordinances: (7-0 Vote)

1. Amended Chapter 13-2A by adding three new "Congregate Care
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Facility" definitions for facilities with more than 15 residents.

2. Amended 13-2A (Revised Zoning Regulations) modifying existing
"Group Home" definition, adding a new definition of "Family Home"
to be consistent with State Law.

100 Congress Building

Council held a worksession on 100 Congress Building -» Colorado
Street Property.

Motion

The Council, on Councilmember Shipman's motion, Councilmember
